Claims 1-7 and 9-44 involve an inventive step 
relative to the documents cited in the international 
search report. 

None of the documents discloses the feature of a 
film for which one of the starting materials used is a 
polymer which is a homopolymer, copolymer or mixture 
thereof wherein the monomer units are restricted to at 
least one selected from a set comprising acrylic acid, 
maleic acid, methacrylic acid, crotonic acid and fumaric 
acid. 

Moreover, due to the feature whereby the ratio of 
the quantity of ioni c bonds via the polyvalent metal 
FonnPCT/IPEA/409 (BoxV) (January 1994) 
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relative to the free carboxyl groups, represented by the 
ratio of the peaks in the infrared absorption spectrum of 
the film, is at least a set value, the inventions in the 
present application can be particularly usefully employed 
for materials for packaging and containers and the like, 
and particularly those subject to cooking and 
sterilization and the like, since it enables cheap 
industrial production of film which has both good gas 
barrier properties which are not adversely affected under 
hot water environments, and also the quality of being 
easily to separate and recover when discarded due to the 
fact that it is readily dissolved by acids or alkalis. 
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
